I yesterday went to Jersey City and attended at the argument 
of the exceptions to Mr. Edison's claim in the N. J. & P. C. Works matter. 
Mr. Enright made three points. . 

His first point was that Mr. Edison had agreed to accept stock 
of the Company in payment of the moneys advanced by him, and that even 
though the stock had not in fact heen issued to him, his control of the 
Company was such that he could have brought about its issuance to hin, 
and that he ig therefore bound by this agreement. 

I think the complete answer to this is that there is no such 
agreement to be found in the evidence. You will remember that you testi- 
fied expressly in relation to the conversation between Mr. Edison and 
Mr. Cutting in 1893 that there was no mention made by Mr. Cutting of the 
reimbursement to Mr. Edison of stock of the Company. Enright attempts 
to rely on that statement in the books where the amount of stock stated 
to be issued to Mr. Edison was in excess of the actual amount iasued and 
outstanding. He seems to think that this is evidential of the under- 
standing of the parties as he claims it was, but I do not think it bears 
out his contention. ae 

_The second point was that the claim is barred by the statute 
of Limitations for the reason that the money was advanced for the purpose 
of keeping the concern going, but was advanced under the arrangement which 
“you made with Mr. Edison. to borrow from him such sums from-time to time |

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as were necessary to pay off the creditors and to reimburse him out of 
the funds which were realized in the dismantling of the plant. The 
answer to that, I think, is that a valid distinction in law cannot be 
made between money loaned to keep the plant in operation as distinguished 
from money loaned to pay the creditors, and I do not think the receiver 
takes much stock in this point. 

The third and last point was that when the Company became prac- 
tically insolvent in 1901 and you and Mr. Edison proceeded to have the 
plant dismantled, and the property sold, you were acting without any 
authority from the board of directors and that this fact requires Mr. 
Edison to first account for the proceeds, or otherwise satisfy the stock~ 


holders that the dismantling was the best course to pursue, and that the 


moneys received therefor were the best figures obtainable, and were properly 


applied, before he is entitled to present a claim as a creditor against 


the Company. This is undoubtedly the most serious point which he raised. 
_ The weakness, if any, is inherent iwxmxauk in the facts and is not one 


which can be corrected. I propose to examine into this question care~ 
fully as to the law and file.a brief with the receiver. In connection 
with this brief I will cover the other points also, although I do not 
think they are so serious as this one. .

The bill of complaint by which a receiver was appointed in this 
matter was filed by certain stockholders of the Company. Aside from 
the stockholders the sole’creditor is Mr. Edison, all the other creditors 
having been paid off from time to time by moneys advanced for that pur- 
pose by Mr. Edison. Following the appointment of a Receiver, we filed 
with him two separate claims on behalf of Mr, Edison. One claim was 
represented by promissory notes to the Company, arid aggregated some 
$334,000. The other claim was represented by a book account, ‘and aggre= 
gated over $182,000. At the time we filed the claims, the notes were 
all outlawed under the statute of limitutions, having been made more than 
six years previous.

Second, that Mr. Edison agreed to take stock of the Company in 
payment of the moneys advanced by him. The evidence, however, does not 
bear out this contention. 

‘Third, that Mr. Edison's claim cannot be considered until he has 
first accounted to the stockholders for the proceeds of the dismantling 
of the plant in 1901, and satisfied them of the wisdom of that course of 
procedure. 

It seens that in 1901, when the Company became practically in- 
solvent, Mr. Edison, Mr. Mallory, and Mr. Randolph concluded that the best 
practical thing to do was to dismantle the vlant and sell the proceeds. 


They did this, and raised thereby $175,000. which was devoted to the pay~ . 


ment of all the creditors, except Mr. Edison. Undoubtedly, as a matter 
of fact, the dismantling. was splendidly handled and more money realized .. 
than seemed possible. The unfortunate part of the proceeding ie, how- 
ever, that they acted without any authority of the Board of Directors, 
and without any meeting of the Directors having been called. Mr. En- 

















right's point therefore is that their proceeding was a high-handed one, . 


without any authority of the corporation, and consequently the burden ig 
on them to vindicate their acts. In this connection, he has served a 
formal demand on the receiver to institute suity against Mr. Edison, Mr. 
Mallory, and the Edison Companies, which bought’ some of the machinery of 
the dismantled plant, for an accounting. The receiver has sent us a 
copy of this notice, with the request that we advise him of our views in 
reference to it, and we are accordingly engaged in the preparation of a 
brief covering all the points raised by Mr. Enright, and hope to be able 
to convince the receiver that there is nothing in them. 

‘The next step, therefore, will be after this brief is filed, 
for the Receiver to consider the whole matter, and render his decision 
elther to allow or disallow Mr. Edison's claim, and also whether or not 
he feels he must institute suits for an accounting. .

Re Lanning peed of Mining Lands in Warren Coun- 
ty, New Jersey, Referring to this Instrument dated August 15, 
I890, between Mr, Lanning and Mr. Charles J, Reed, Agent, we beg. to - 
say that Mr, Elliott has gubmitted this document to us for instrtie. 
tions, and we now submit the whole matte to you with the follow- 
ing suggestions: , : , 


(I) The deed is executed by Mr, Reed in these 
words "C.J.Reed, Agent for New Jersey & Pennsylvania Concentrating 
Co." The seal of the Company is not attached, nor did Mr, Reed 
make affidavit or declaration that he was agent. In fact, he pro~ 
bably held no adequate authority as agent at that time to bind the 
Company. The execution is voidable for informality. 


t (2) It is hard to say what the document is in 
law. In some places it roads like a deed, and in others like a 
Mineral Lease. Possibly it would be held to be a lease, one 
would have to go to Court to get the document construed, 


(3) Mr. Reed having executed the deed in his 
own name a question arises whether his wife(that is to say if he 
is married) has not certain legal rights appertaining to the pro-~ 
perty, under the laws of New Jersey, It appears that the deed was 
recorded on August I8, I890 in the Clerks office of warren County, 
Vol. 2 of Leases p. 260, i 


(4) The ground royalty of $300 per year is pro- 
bably perpetual, and if the document be binding on the Coneccentra~ 
ting Works, this payment would probably have to be made for ever, 
There is one sentence inserted which would possibly entitle the 
Coricentreting Works to take the ground that this annual royalty i 
could be terminated . Thore ig possibly, however, a chance that 
the Courts would hold the annual royalty to be a perpetual charge 








upon the Concentrating Works. 


(5) The document also contains the following 
provision: 


"In case none of the said ores or minerals are, found in 
"the said premises within one year from the date of this in- 
"strument(the instrument is dated August 15,1890) "then this

“My wife and I called on "Captain" Chandler to-day at his

| T remarked that I had been up at the Ogden mine, on Saturday 
and that it was a wonder fl ‘sight: for one who had never seen a mine 
before, I told him that while I wes there I met Ward and amony others 
a big fellow whom I thought was a boss. The Captain remarked that he- 
must have been Dan Smith, He did not acquiesce any further infomatim 
and as I knew hin but slightly, I did not eontvinue but took up 
another subject. I spoke of 9 large building the frame of which had 
fallen while in the eourse of construction at the Passaic mine a day 
or two ago but with no fatal results to those employed, "It seems 
to me, Captain," said I, "that you have a lot of poor earpenters 
hereabouts For I heard of another aecident at the Suan mine a couple 
of months ago." "Well, yes," he replied, "that was a. fatal piece of 
business, but it happened last August." He then volunteered the 
following information,- "The ian who had the contract for construe- 
tion of what was known as the stoek house gt the works, was a man 
named Ward, a skill ful carpenter, although the work of eons tructing 


_ the bents was very poorly done and was nét worthy of a good carpenter, 
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for XY ana @ oatpenter and have had other carpenters tell me that they 
would now have sphived the timbers in the way Ward did, nor put so 
light a casing for the support of such heavy timbers. Kesides there 
was no support whatever for the bents at the bottom nor in fact any 
support except a cable at one end and fastened tn the top of the 
bents which were fifty or sixty feet high. There was nothing to keep 
them from wabbling al th? joints."
